nounced through its embassy here. 
The same statement revealed that 
-General Amaro’s federal troops have 


clashed with the rebels under General 
Estrada in the region of Guadalajara 
and that victory is in sight. 
With 
the rebels in retreat the government 
troops are closing in from three sides. 
But what is considered of greater 
Importance in official quarters is the 
action of the state department in per­ 
mitting the sale of American arms to 
President Obregon. 
This marked a 
distinct and radical change in Amer 
ica's traditional policy. 
In his state­ 
ment Secretary of State Hughes made 
it emphatic that the United States is 
vitally interested in the success ot 
the 
constitutional 
government 
in 
Mexico and will frown upon this or 
any subsequent attempt to supplant 
orderly election with rebclion. 
It 
completely reverses a policy enunci­ 
ated by the late President Harding 
to prevent American arms going to 
foreign countries and at the same 
time makes it plain that the United 
States Intends to exert every influ­ 
ence to make the recognition of Mex 
ico permanent and the relations cor­ 
dial. 
The morale of this action in Mex* 
lco, as well as the material aid and 
military situation, in the opinion of 
competent American officials, spells 
the beginning of the end of the at­ 
tempted military coup and the rapid 
restoration of order in the troubled 
areas. 
The engagement about Guadalajara 
w ill prove the decisive battle of the 
revolt and early clashes indicate it 
will be bitterly fought, it was stated. 
The rebel leader is accredited with 
being one of the best military chiefs 
in Mexico and the troops with him 
are seasoned. 
They 
are, however, 
outnumbered 
by 
the 
9,0-00 
regular 
troops under General Amaro, who has 
the additional advantage of a trained 
air force, French field pieces and ma­ 
chine guns, it was declared. 
It was officially announced that the 
United States will immediately place 
at Mexico’s disposal 10,000 modern 
Springfield 
rifles 
and 
10,000,0-00 
rounds cf ammunition. 
The state de­ 
partment expressed the opinion that 
this would be all tHat is necessary, 
but in the event it is not other stores 
w ill be drawn upon. 
It is even prob 
able, it was learned, that the United 
States may act favorably to sell Mex­ 
ico two small warships, for which a 
request is pending, in the event the 
trouble

New York, Dec. 31.— W ar over the 
literal interpretation ot the Bible was 


re umed with renewed vigor yester­ 
day. 
Fundamentalists and 
modern­ 


ists 
from 
tueir 
pulpits 
thundered 
: heir reasons for believing or not be­ 


lieving iu the virgin birth of Christ 
and the resurrection of the body. 
“ We opened the fireworks because 
Bishop 
Manning, 
who 
asked 
the 
Christmas 
truce, 
broke 
it 
himself 
when he called a meeting Friday to 
j-.ee if the issue could not be settled 
by conference,” said the Rev. Percy 
Stickney Grant, one of the leading 
modernists. 
“ The reason the churches are de­ 
clining in power is because too many 
of them do not believe in the virgin 
birth of Christ and the physical resur­ 
rection of the body,” declared Dr. Jo ­ 
seph G. H. Barry, rector of St. Mary 
the Virgin. 
Dr. Karl Rciland, at St. George's 
hurch, said: 
"If you apply the pro­ 
mpts of Jesus literally, you make non­ 
sense of the Bible.” 
Rev. Luke White, at Bartholomew’s, 
declared: 
“ The fundamentalists test 
th-eir religion by dogma. 
The mod­ 
ernists test theirs by results.” 
Dr. Grant advocated a union of lib- 
eralists and a union of conservatives 
,n all churches, gheseby having only 
two creeds, one fun iamentalist and 
one modernist. 
lie considers this the 
logical solution of 
the controversy 
which is rending nearly all the Prot- 
•stant denominations, 
“ It would not be an unreasonable 
or illogical thing to say that a knife 
could go through all denominations 
between the progressives and nonpro­ 
gressives, and that all the progres­ 
sives could flock together and all the 
nonprogreesives 
flock 
together, 
in­ 
stead of having 200 denominations,” 
Ur. Grant said. “ We could just make 
the dividing line the people who want 
to go on and the people who don’t, 
.lust as in politics, there are liberals 
and conservatives- the 
people 
who 
want to use all modern instrumentali­ 
ties and knowledge to help things on, 
ad the people who are satisfied with 
things as they are. 
“ So far as 1 am concerned, this con­ 
troversy amounts to this: 
The pro- 
gressives make certain demands for 
.he cessation of em roacument on the 
part of the bishops in defining beliefs, 
which they have no right to do, and 
encroachment 
in 
much 
administra­ 
tion. 
They want to put a stop to the 
autocratic pow'er of the bishops; they 
want the Bible put before the creeds; 
they insist on their right to use mod­ 
ern knowledge of ail kinds, and pro­ 
test their right to private interpreta­ 
tion of the scriptures.”

ly equaled. 
“ Throughout the year the buying 
power of the consumers arising out 
of practically full industrial employ­ 
ment and increased Income of tann­ 
ers has been reflected in a growth of 
retail trade and a more active dis­ 
tribution of merchandise than iu any 
other year,” the review says. 
"The increase in the demand for 
commercial credit, which 
began 
in 
tne middle of 1922, continued at a 
rapid rate during the early part of 
1923, when there was an unusual de­ 
gree of industrial activity and was 
maintained at a high level with a fur- 
.... r rise during the months of crop 
moving and fall trade.

year as a whole, the credit situation

The extent of the demand for bank j 
credit is shown by the fact that the 
total loans of all member banks in­ 
creased about three-quarters of a mil­

Government Experts Find Use of Pa- 
pain Is Unsatisfactor y for M a k ­ 
ing Tou gh C u t s Tender. 


Cows on Scant Pasture 
Need Mix ture of Grain 
W hether or not to feed m ediate 
amounts of grain ration to prwli; ing 
cows on pasture is entirely a ntafmr of 
judgment on the p art of the f 
h r. 
Wise dairy men will play safe an 
add 
an inex pensive grain mix ture, <*- 
« al­ 
ly late in the sum m er when pa> -ires 
are dried down. 
Cows that 
dry 
will benefit to a great ex tent 1 
this 
plan, care being taken not to pile up 
ex cess flesh bey ond the acceptable con- 
dition for dairy cows due to freshen 
in the fall. 
In any event the rate of 
grain to correspond with a milk How 
is much less under average summer 
conditions on pasture than for winter 
stable feeding. 
High producin g cows, 
or cows due to calve in the fall, « should 
not be allowed to get into a run down 
< ondition, and so the short pasture 
season is a critical period in the y ear's 
cy cle. 
On ordinary pastures oats with corn 
or barley will furnish the bulk of the 
grain mix ture, but when pastures get 
short one must reckon on adding bran 
and oilrneal in limited amounts."

Most Harmful Practice

Moderate Pruning Each 
Year Will Help Cherries 
Probably 
there 
is 
no 
common I v 
grown 
fruit 
tree 
that is so 
little 
pruned as the cherry , uuleas it is the 
quince. 
Thi-s is not viewed as neg- 
iect by the fruit growers but rather 
as an unnecessary operation, 
it is 
partly due also to the fact that the 
cherry Is likely to throw out a mass 
of gum wherever the bark is injured 
or mutilated. 
But as a m atter of fact, 
the cherry will respond to a moderate 
pruning, just as does any other fruit 
tree. 
When the centers of the trees Joe- 
come 
thick 
and 
the 
twigs 
and 
branches throughout the inner area of 
the trees are seriously shaded it re 
suits 
in 
unfruitful 
and 
dy ing 
branches. 
Also, what fruit is borne is 
likely to run small in size. 
It has 
been observed that cherry frees (both 
sweet, nnd sour) which are left un- 
prnned and underfed are likely to pro­ 
duce spurs which are irregular in their 
bearing. 
For proj>er functioning of the cherry | 
tree it is necessary to have good light 
conditions, and any impairment of the 
foliage weakens the tree. 
It is well 
known that the cherry tree should be 
planted very early In the spring or 
else late in the fall, so that it be­ 
comes established as soon as possible. 
This ie partly due to the dependence 
the tree places upon the leaves as 
soon as they are put out. 
Therefore the cherry tree, contrary 
to popular belief, should be given a 
moderate pruning each y ear or every 
other y ear, opening up the tree so that 
light can penetrate to all parts. 
This 
applies particularly to the trees which 
are found In the door y ard of so rnany 
city , suburban and country homes.

with the highest there was a spread 
o f nearly 1,000 per cent. 
Co st per 
1,000 po unds shipped was ab o ut 30 
cents fo r the asso ciatio n with the lo w­ 
est co st. 
Fo r the asso ciatio n with 
the highest co st It was ab o ut $3.

that ho g mark eting b y co -o perative as­ 
so ciatio ns in the co rn b elt thro ugh 
co mmissio n agents in the central mar­ 
k ets during 1021 co st ab o ut $2.80 per 
. tho usand po unds.

Ab o ut o ne-third o f this amo unt wns 
dio me ex pense, and the rest terminal 
.mark et ex pense. 
It is remark ed that 
average co sts at the different terminal 
mark ets are as apt to b e misleading, 
tho ugh in a lesser degree, as average 
ho me co sts fo r the different shipping 
asso ciatio ns. 
Average terminal co st 
fo r all asso ciatio ns and all mark ets, 
fo r 
ex ample, 
was $1.90 per 
1,000 
po unds. 
But the variatio n b etween 
terminal mark ets was fro m $1.59 to 
$2.23. 
The asso ciatio n with the lo w­ 
est average terminal co sts paid 81.32 
per 1,000 po unds, while the asso ciatio n 
with the highest paid $2.02. 
These 
figures are averages o f asso ciatio ns 
shipping 
to 
the 
vario us 
mark ets, 
weighted o n the vo lume o f b usiness. 
The lo w and high figures are there­ 
fo re lo w and high co st asso ciatio ns 
and no t shipments. 
As the services 
perfo rmed at the terminals varied co n­ 
siderab ly, the spreads do no t meas­ 
ure pro po rtio nate differences in unit 
co sts. 
Co mmissio n Co sts Vary. 
Thus co mmissio n co sts varied fro m 
68 cents to $1.19 cents per 1.090 
po unds. 
But co mmissio n is usually 
charged o n a per car b asis. 
Varia­ 
tio ns in co mmissio n co sts are pro b ­ 
ab ly due principally to differences in 
cur *.ofld weights, rather than to vari­ 
atio ns in co mmissio n charges. 
An 
asso ciatio n who se co mmissio n co sts 
are high pro b ab ly has b een unab le fo r 
vario us reaso ns to ship full car lo ads. 
Similarly, variatio ns in yardage co s^s 
may result fro m variatio ns in the sfae 
o f the animals. 
Variatio ns in feed 
» •o ats may he due to variatio ns in 
animal weights and to s<*me ex tent, 
in the price o f feed. 
Nevertheless, 
when all due allo wance Is made f<*r 
-iieh causes o f co st variatio n, the dif­ 
ference b etween asso ciatio n co sts is 
'•till mark ed. 
Further 
investigatio ns 
are 
b eing 
made b y the department into the 
causes o f this variatio n in shipping 
co sts. 
It is indicated, b y the pro g­ 
ress so far made, that the real dif­ 
ferences in ho me statio n ex pense are 
co nsiderab ly less than the apparent 
differences. 
Diversity 
In 
acco unt­ 
ing metho ds furnishes the ex plana­ 
tio n 
of a co nsiderab le part o f *the 
spread. 
So me shipping asso ciatio ns 
do no t handle live sto ck ex clusively, 
b ut o re interested in numero us side 
lines, and elements 
of co st entering 
into the handling 
of the side lines 
have o ften b een included in state­ 
ments o n the Pve sto ck end o f the 
lo udness. 
Then, to o , there are cases 
in which ex penditures fo r go o d will, 
-¿neb as dinners, and what might b e 
OTjned develo pment o utlay, have en­ 
larged the to tal. 
Investigato rs fur 
the department are attempting a co m­ 
pariso n o f shipping co sts fro m strict­ 
ly co m p a r a b le items o f ex pense re­ 
po rted b y the different asso ciatio ns. 
Tt is b elieved this co mpariso n will 
sho w that variatio ns in actual ship­ 
ping efficiency, and in general b usi­ 
ness management, are no t very great. 
Heavier Loading Recommended. 
In view o f the wide differences in 
co mmissio n co sts rep o rted b y the as­ 
so ciatio ns, department o fficials think 
impo rtant savings eo ul i b e effected 
b y heavier car lo ading. 
The high co st 
asso ciatio n In 1921 had an o utlay fo r

A vital element In everybo dy's pro sperity Is that mysterio u s so u nding 
"so mething o r o ther" called b a n k reserve, says the Co mmittee o n 1 u blic 
Edu catio n o f the American Bankers Asso ciatio n, adding: "It isn t an eass 
matter to make simple and interesting, bu t its impo rtance to every man. 
wo man and child in the co u ntry makes the effo rt wo rth while." 
The Co m­ 
mittee co ntinu es: 
Mo ney o n depo sit mu st always be ready fo r depo sito rs when they desire 
i t 
Banks mu st also be r e a d y to lo an mo ney, when needed, to their c u s t o m e r s , 
o r bu siness wo u ld be hampered. 
In o ther w’o rds. pro sperity depends largely 
o n the ability o f the banks 
to meet these demands-—that is. depends o n the 
"bank reserves." 
The pro blem o f handling reserves has been difficu lt. 
The 
Federal Reserve System has met the pro blem mo re satisfacto rily than any 
o ther metho d ever tried in this co u ntry 


Spilling Salt. 
Salt, om o ne o f the essentials o f ba­ 
nian diet, po ssessed in o ther days a 
valu e almo st inco nceivable to u s mo d­ 
erns. 
Science can no w pro du ce it 
readily and cheaply, bat in the o ld 
days It was o nly o btainable In certain 
places, and was therefo re rare and 
co stly. 
Wages, indeed, were o nce paid 
partly in salt. Salt held a co nsiderable 
place In many o f the religio ns o f an­ 
tiqu ity. as being the means by which 
fo o d co u ld be preserved, and so the 
symbo l o f inco rru ptio n. 
In this way it 
was generally regarded as o ne o f the 
fittest o fferings to the ¿ro ds, and so to 
spill the salt was equ ivalent to risking 
their displeasu re.

The Great Solution 
Ou r banks are managed by o fficers 
and directo rs, elected by their o wn 
sto ckho lders. 
They are interested In 
helping the to wn to gro w and pro sper 
Bu t ju st as a lo cal telepho ne statio n 
is 
valu able 
to 
the 
interchange 
o f 
tho u ght 
becau se 
it 
belo ngs 
to 
a 
system who se wires reach to all parts 
o f the natio n, so the lo cal bank is 
valu able to the Interchange o f bu si 
aess becau se o f Its co nnectio ns with 
o ther banks in 
the 
United States, 
finding its strength and its u sefu lness 
in being part o f a system. 
Fo r many years a plan was so u ght 
whereby o u r tho u sands o f separate 
and independent banks co u ld get to ­ 
gether and co o perate fo r the impro ve­ 
ment o f o u r banking metho ds, and fo r 
mu tu al 
pro tectio n 
in 
emergencies, 
bo th fo r themselves and cu sto mers. 
We had perio dical mo ney panics, dan­ 
gero u sly distu rbing to bu siness, and 
chargeable, in large part, to defects 
in o u r banking and cu rrency system. 
Ther* was no central bank fro m 
which the individu al banks co u ld get 
assistance in time o f tro u ble. 
Panic 
co nditio ns cau sed weak banks to fail, 
and even stro ng and so u nd institu tio ns 
to be imperilled. 
Rankers, bu siness 
men. and leaders in 
Co ngress 
fo r 
years made a carefu l stu dy o f banking 
and finally Co ngress passed a law 


each bank carried in its o wn vau lt 
the cash requ ired by law as a legal 
reserve so that it wo u ld be ready to 
pay depo sito rs o n demand.

su pply o f the co u ntry was thu s scat 
tered amo ng tho u sands o f Independent 
banks.

sive Battle impending. 


Washington, Dec. 
31.—The 
rebel 
lion in 
Mexico 
is 
practically sup­ 
pressed, the government formally an­ 
nounced through its embassy here. 
The same statement revealed that 
General Amaro’s federal troops have 
clashed with the rebels under General 
Estrada in the region of Guadalajara 
and that victory is in sight. 
With 
ihe rebels in retreat the government 
troops are closing in from three sides. 
But what is considered of greater 
Importance in official quarters is the 
action of the state department in per­ 
mitting the sale of American arms to 
President Obregon. 
This marked a 
distinct and radical change in Amor 
ica’s traditional policy. 
In his state­ 
ment Secretary of State Hughes made 
it emphatic that the Gaited States is 
vitally interested in the success ct 
the 
constitutional 
government 
in 
Mexico and will frown upon this or 
any subsequent attempt to supplant 
< rderly election with 
reb; lion. 
It 
completely reverses a policy enunci­ 
ated by the late President Harding 
to prevent American arms going to 
foreign countries and at the same 
time makes It plain that the United 
States Intends to exert every influ­ 
ence to make the recognition of Mex­ 
ico permanent and the relation! cor­ 
dial. 
The morale of this action in Mex­ 
ico, as well as the material aid and 
military situation, in the opinion of 
compe’e r t American officials, spells 
the beginning (rf the -md of the at­ 
tempted military coup and the rapid 
restoration ofr order in the troubled 
areas. 
The engage Dent about Guadalajara 
will prove the decisive battle of the 
revolt and early clashes indicate it 
will be bitterly fought, it was stated. 
The rebel leader is accredited with 
being one of the best military chiefs 
in Mexico and the troops with him 
are seasoned.

New York, Dec. 31.—-War over the 
literal Interpretation of the Bible was 
re timed with renewed vigor yester­ 
day.

and the resurrection of the body. 
"We opened the fireworks because

by conference,” said the Rev. Percy 
Stickney Grant, one of the leading 
modernists.

com es established ns soon as possible. 
This ie partly due to the dependence 
the tree places upon the leaves as 
soon as they are put out. 
Therefore the cherry tree, contrary 
to popular belief, should he given a 
moderate pruning each year or every 
other year, opening up the tree so that 
light can penetrate to a1) parts.

applies particularly to the trees which 
are found in the door yard of so many 
city, suburban and country homes.
